W a sh in g to n , Jan. 29. — Among the 
memorials presented and referred was 
•ne from the Augusta (Me.) Board of 
Trade, for the selection of New York as 
the site for the exposition of 189?; also 
one (presented by Mr. Chandler) for the 
establishment of a Republican form of 
government in the State of Mississippi. 
Mr. Morrill, introducing 
the bill 
authorizing the isssue of treasury notes 
on deposits of silver bullion and having 
It referred to the committee on finaece, 
said that that committee had addressed 
a. communication to the Secretary of the 
Treasury asking him to formulate a bill 
In accordance with his recommendations 
in relation to silver. That bill had been 
received. Without committing himself 
or any member of the committee to it, 
he asked to have it. printed and re­ 
ferred. 
A resolution was offered by Mr. Mc* 
Millen and adopted Instructing the li­ 
brary committee to inquire and report as 
to the propriety of purchasing the Stan­ 
ley collection of Indian historical paint­ 
ings now in the custody of the Smith­ 
sonian institution; also Stanley’s paint­ 
ing of "The Trial of Red Jacket" 
After the introduction of a few pri­ 
vate bills the calendar was taken up. 
Under the calendar the bill to pay tho 
States and Territories all moneys col­ 
lected under the direct tax levied by the 
Jtct of Congress in 1861 came up. The 
amendment by Senator Vance was re­ 
jected, and after some debate a vote was 
taken, resulting in the passage of tho 
bill by a vote of 44 to 7 
At the close of calendar business Sen* 
ator George took the floor and spoke at 
some length oh Chandler's resolution 
with reference to the Aberdeen, Miss., 
affair. A general debate followed,which 
lasted the entiro afternoon, and was par* 
tlcipated in by Senators George,Spooner, 
Gray, Platt, and others. A few person­ 
alities wero Indulged in and several 
amendments offered, but the resolution 
was laid over without action and the 
Senate 
went 
Into executive session, 
which lasted but a short time, and ad­ 
journed.

Rumor Concerning Another State Prison or 
Enlarging the Waupun Institution. 
Colonel Nicholas Smith, of the BUU 
Board of Supervision, is in Madison this 
week, attending the regular monthly 
meeting of the board. 
Somehow the 
Colonel fell into the hands of a Statu 
Journal reporter, end explained the ru­ 
mor, that another state prison or a large 
addition to the present one wonld soon 
be necessary,aa follows: 
"One thing is oertain, the capacity of 
our present penitentialy it taxed to its 
uttermost. For several months the num ­ 
ber of inmate* baa exceeded GOO. end one 
day very reeeatty every cell wee filled, g 
condition never before known in the his­ 
tory of the piison. 
Whet does it mean ? 
Well, I think it shows en increase of 
crime in the state. The oonrte have been 
grinding oat oonviols et a pretty rapid 
rate lately,and the lime cannot be fur 
distant when the state prison will have 
all the criminals it will bold, end the 
problem of other quarters for this olsse 
of persona will (tire the people in the 
face. There is a ye ar yet bt fore the legis- 
latnte meets in whieh to discuss the 
problem, and it is likely some recom­ 
mendation will be made by the board 
looking toward a new reformatory. It rn 
quite possible that an institution modeled 
after the Elmira, N. Y , reformatory will 
be established—one in which the less 
hardened criminals, pert ans who have 
committed their first offense end for 
whom there .ie still hope of good citixen- 
ehip, may be confined and assisted to

W a sh in g to n . Jan. 29.—The Vest com­ 
mittee, engaged in Investigating ques­ 
tions relating to the dressed beef Indns* 
try, rosuraed its sessions and examined 
a number of railroad mon. John R. 
Dutchcr, general live stock agent of tho 
New York Central; John Harriet, traffic 
manager of the Baltimore A Ohio, and 
Hollis J. Hayden, second vlco president 
of the New York Central, wero ques­ 
tioned about the mileage given upon 
cattle cars and dressed boof cars, the 
object of Senator Vest bctng to show 
that thoro was discrimination In favor 
of the latter. 
Mr. Dutchcr admitted that such dis* 
crimination existed. Mr. Harriet testl* 
fled that his road paid M of a cent 
mileage on cattle cars from Chicago to 
the Ohio rlvor, but that oast of tho Ohio 
river no mileago was allowed, the east­ 
ern territory being In the Eastern Trunk 
Line association, which had Inhibited 
the payment of mileage. Dressed beef 
cars got a mileage of K of a cent, both 
east and west 
Mr* Hayden 
said that tho Grand 
Trftnk was continuing to pay mileage on 
prlvato cars, notwithstanding the trunk- 
line agreement, but that the Grand 
Trunk strenuously denied the charge. 
In explanation of the fact that mileago 
was still paid on dressod-bcof cars. the 
witness stated that the drossea-beef 
business started years ago, and the ship­ 
pers built their own cars. The railroads 
had not much confidence in the Industry, 
and therefore ncvor built cars of their 
own, so that whon tho business becaipo 
a large one tho companies had no cars.

PABIS, Jan. 29.—In the chamber of 
deputies a committee on customs tariff 
was elected. It is composed of thirty- 
nine protectionists, thirteen free-traders, 
and three whose views are uncertain. 
After the committee was organized M. 
Ribot, Republican, addressed the com­ 
mittee on the projected renewal of the 
commercial treaties. He said the ques­ 
tion before them was whether France 
should, when the commercial treaties 
expired in 
1892, 
resume complete 
freedom from tariffs, or should conclude 
new treaties In 1891. Tho majority of 
the deputies had already pronounced in 
favor of tho renewal of tho treaties at 
that time.
